PREFACE 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  the  year  which  ended  on  the  31  December,  1965. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was  thirty, 
representing  an  increase  of  six  over  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 
There  was  one  registered  stillbirth,  but  no  infant  was  registered 
as  having  died  before  reaching  the  first  birthday.  No  woman  died  as  a 
result  of  pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  thirty  six,  a decrease  of  nine 
from  the  previous  year.  Fourteen  people  died  of  heart  disease,  five  of 
1 stroke  and  five  of  cancer. 

The  only  cases  of  i.lectious  disease  notified  during  the  year  were 
four  cases  of  measles.  As  in  19 64  one  new  case  of  tuberculosis  was 
notified  and  no  one  died  of  the  disease.

Department,  including  a section  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector, 
be  found  in  the  following  pages.

1 • SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  sewerage  system  of  the  area  is  designed  on  the  partially  separate 
system,  with  a number  of  storm  water  overflows  which  discharge  over  6 
times  the  dry  weather  flow  into  nearby  streams.  The  size  of  the  sewers 
ranges  from  6 inches  to  21  inches  diameter,  and  they  are  constructed  cf 
stoneware,  pitch-fibre,  concrete  and  cast  iron.  During  the  year  430 
yards  of  new  sewers  were  constructed  and  linked  to  the  general  sewerage 
system. 

2.  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  was  constructed  in  19^0  and  is  designed 
to  treat  a daily  water  flow  of  115  000  gallons  per  day  on  the  activated 
sludge  principle.  Sewage  is  also  accepted  for  treatment  from  the  Cwmann 
area  of  the  Newcastle  Emlyn  Rural  District.  During  the  year  27  million 
gallons  were  recorded  as  passing  through  the  foul  sewage  pumps  and  21 
million  gallons  through  the  storm  water  pumps. 

Samples  were  taken  regularly  in  order  to  maintain  Royal  Commission 
Standards  of  effluent  quality 

Some  thirty  premises  in  the  area  are  not  connected  to  the  sewerage 
system  because  of  distance  or  lack  of  fall  to  the  sewer  and  for  other 
reasons.  In  these  cases  isposal  is  by  means  of  cesspools  which  are  emptied 
out  at  the  request  of  the  occupiers  by  a neighbouring  authority’s  vehicle. 

A charge  is  made  for  this  service. 

3.  WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Cardiganshire  Water  Board  supplies  and  distributes  water  through- 
out the  area.  The  supply  is  generally  adequate  both  in  quality  and 
quantity.  Eight  samples  were  taken,  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
all  proved  satisfactory. 

All  the  houses  in  the  area  except  some  of  the  outlying  farms 
are  now  connected  to  the  main  supply.

13.  SLAUGHTERHOUSE 

The  Council-owned  slaughterhouse  at  Llanfair  Road  serves  the  needs 
of  a very  wide  area  as  well  as  the  Borough  itself.  It  is  the  Council's 
policy  to  improve  the  premises  whenever  possible  and  to  keep  up  to  date 
by  the  purchase  of  new  equipment.  The  success  of  this  policy  is  shown 
by  the  constant  increase  in  throughput  which  has  been  doubled  during  the 
past  few  years .
